
AMENDMENT TO H.R. 1464 

OFFERED BY MS. OMAR OF MINNESOTA 

At the end of the bill, add the following: 

SEC. 6. REPORT ON CERTAIN ENTITIES CONNECTED TO 1

FOREIGN PERSONS ON THE MURDER OF 2

JAMAL KHASHOGGI. 3

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 days after the 4

date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of State, 5

in consultation with the heads of appropriate agencies, 6

shall submit to the appropriate congressional committees 7

a report on private, commercial, and nongovernmental en-8

tities, including non-profit foundations, controlled in whole 9

or in part by any foreign person named in the Office of 10

the Director of National Intelligence report titled ‘‘Assess-11

ing the Saudi Government’s Role in the Killing of Jamal 12

Khashoggi’’, dated February 11, 2021. 13

(b) MATTERS TO BE INCLUDED.—The report re-14

quired by subsection (a) shall include the following: 15

(1) A description of such entities. 16

(2) A detailed assessment, based in part on 17

credible open sources and other publicly-available in-18

formation, of the roles, if any, such entities played 19

in the murder of Jamal Khashoggi or any other 20
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gross violations of internationally recognized human 1

rights. 2

(3) A certification of whether any such entity is 3

subject to sanctions pursuant to the Global 4

Magnitsky Human Rights Accountability Act (22 5

U.S.C. 2656 note). 6

(c) FORM.—The report required by subsection (a) 7

shall be submitted in unclassified form, but may include 8

a classified annex. 9

(d) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES 10

DEFINED.—In this section, the term ‘‘appropriate con-11

gressional committees’’ means— 12

(1) the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the 13

House of Representatives; and 14

(2) the Committee on Foreign Relations of the 15

Senate. 16
